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A  basic  principle  of  American  criminal  justice 
is  that  persons  accused  of  a  crime  are  presumed 
innocent   until  proven  guilty.     Since  inmates  in 
New  York  City's  houses  of  detention  have  been 
accused  of  crimes,  but  not  tried,   the  principle 
should  apply  to  them.    Should,  but  as  we  discovered 
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in  covering  the  August  and  October  insurrections  in  the 
City's  detention  centers,  often  doesn't.  Detainees  (not 
prisoners,  for  these  accused  have  not  yet  been  tried)  wait 
months  in  conditions  so  bad  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Corrections  told  WBAI  that  he  considered  the 
Manhattan  Men's  House  of  Detention  a  "bastille  that  should 
be  torn  down."  The  commonly  accepted  name  for  the  Men's 
House  of  Detention  bears  him  out— the  prison  is  called  "The 
Tombs." 

This  news  story  is  of  such  importance,  and  its  coverage  by 
most  media  so  shallow,  that  the  Public  Affairs  Dept.  has 
decided  to  devote  all  of  its  time  (with  the  exception  of 
news  coverage,  which  will  continue  as  ever)  to  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  houses  of  detention  and  the  criminal  justice  sys- 
tem. This  means  five  people  working  full  time  on  one  story. 
Reports  will  be  broadcast  as  we  go  along:  every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evening  at  7:15  P.M.,  following  the  News,  and 
periodically  on  the  Public  Affairs  Specials.  We  also  plan  a 
teach-in  at  the  end  of  the  month,  to  be  broadcast  live  from 
the  Church.  And  in  March  a  synthesis  of  our  findings  and  a 
plan  for  future  investigation. 

This  month  we  will  re-broadcast  the  first  two  parts  (5734 
parts  total)  of  an  autogiographical  fable-in-progress  tenta- 
tively titled  "Eddie,  Pearl,  and  the  Kids,"  by  Richard  Elman. 
(2/10  and  2/24,  11:30  P.M.)  WBAI  is  pleased  to  be  able  to 
have  Mr.  Elman,  its  distinguished  former  Drama  and  Litera- 
ture Director  and  author  of  10  published  works  read  and  test 
his  new  piece— almost  as  soon  as  it  is  written.  "Eddie,  Pearl, 
and  the  Kids"  consists  mostly  of  spoken  dialog  and  thus 
lends  itself  well  to  a  radio  reading.  Its  language  and  imagery 
are  frank  and  realistic;  if  you  might  be  offended,  don't  listen. 
We  look  forward  to  its  eventual  publication  and  are  glad  to 
have  had  a  small  part  in  its  creation. 

Further,  the  annual  all-day  broadcast  of  Wagner's  Ring  Cycle 
on  Washington's  Birthday,  of  course. 

These  programs  are  a  fair  cross-section  of  the  programming. 
Consult  the  back  page  of  this  dutifully  reduced  Folio  (with 
pencil  in  hand  for  emphasis  and  corrections!)  for  the  list  of 
this  month's  "Highlights,"  a  veritable  smorgasbord  of  many 
people's  ideas  of  free  speech.  And  then  support,  according 
to  your  own  idea,  "free  speech"  radio.

Houses  of 
Detention. . . 


After  a  difficult  fall,  December  proved  to  be  a  reasonably 
good  month  during  which  we  were  able  to  pay  off  back  sal- 
aries and  trade  bills  in  the  form  of  a  very  successful  mini- 
thon  which  produced  $46,000  in  revenue  to  the  station.  In 
addition,  we  were  able  to  raise  $30,048  to  meet  the  ongoing 
operating  expenses  incurred  during  December.  Thoagh  we 
did  not  reach  our  combined  projected  income  goal  for  the 
month  of  $93,000,  we  did  reasonably  well  by  collecting 
$76,048.  This  revenue,  combined  with  salary  cuts  and  trim- 
ming of  the  Folio  have  all  contributed  to  a  fiscally  healthier 
WBAI. 

The  renovation  of  the  church  continues  now  only  in  the 
form  of  relatively  minor  adjustments  to  insure  the  best  pos- 
sible acoustical  qualities  for  the  new  studio. 
The  installation  of  equipment  is  proceeding  under  the  wry 
eye  of  eminence  grise,  Larry  Josephson,  who  assures  us 
that  the  project  will  be  completed  within  the  decade.  (We've 
grown  leery  of  setting  tight  deadlines.)  In  any  case,  the 
forces  of  light  and  optimism  are  predicting  a  gala  opening 
will  be  held  this  month.  The  forces  of  darkness  and  pessi- 
mism are  talking  about  next  month.  The  thousands  of  tech- 
nical variables  which  influence  this  process  make  it  difficult 
to  say.  The  best  advice  is  to  listen  for  our  announcements 


on  the  subject  over  the  air. 

This  month's  cash  operating  goal  is  $38,000  which  I'm  sure 
we  can  achieve  if  we  attract  1300  new  subscriptions  (  we  got 
1168  last  year)  and  if  those  of  you  whose  subscriptions  ex- 
pire, 1627  of  you,  renew  promptly.  In  addition,  we  welcome 
donations  as  distinct  from  subscriptions,  for  WBAI  could  not 
continue  without  these  extra  gifts. 

Regarding  the  capital  money  necessary  to  pay  for  the  renova- 
tion of  the  church,  we've  made  progress  in  the  last  month. 
We've  now  raised  $204,825  of  the  immediate  need  of  $250,000 
to  complete  the  work.  ($100,000  of  this  amount  is  a  loan 
which  will  have  to  be  repaid  beginning  in  June  of  1971). 

If  any  of  you  would  like  more  information  on  the  specific 
capital  costs,  in  anticipation  of  a  capital  gift,  we'll  be  happy 
to  furnish  you  with  details. 

By  the  time  you  receive  this,  Pacifica  Radio  in  Houston, 
KPFT,  will  have  returned  to  the  air  for  the  second  time.  (A 
new  world's  record).  This  will  have  been  accomplished,  in 
some  measure,  due  to  the  response  of  WBAI  listeners — for 
which  all  of  us  at  Pacifica  are  very  grateful.
